8. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3,000 for maintenance of trunk 
lines.

10. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day ob- 
servance. 


11. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise in addition to amount required by law 
for support of the Town Library. | 


12. To see if the town will vote to observe Old 
Home Day and appropriate money for the same. 


13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
money for a Winter Carnival. 


14. To see if the town will vote to replace the 
monument upon the Ordination Rock so-called and ap- 
propriate money for the same. 


15. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


16. To see if the town will vote to discontinue a 
short piece of road (about 400 ft.) leading from land 
of J. S. Runnells past driveway leading to resi- 
dence of Dr. F. G. Balch, and accept piece of new road, 
leading from drive-way of C. H. Maynadier to a cer- 
tain point on above mentioned highway.
